I hope ir is not ill raken thatI make no more frequent Adc 
ro the Parliament; things that are of trouble in point of Proviſic 
for your Army , and of ordinary direction, 1 have, as I could , ofrep

as have happened; who l am ſure, as they have not been wanting 1n their extraor 
dinary care, and proviſion for us , ſo nenher what they judge fit and neceſſary , tas 
repretent the ſame to you, and this | thought to be a lufficicnt diſcharge of my duwy 
ty on that behalfe. ji 

It hath now pleaſed God to beſtow a mercy upon you , worthy your kaowledyg | 
and of the urmoſt praiſe and thanks of all that teare and love bis Name; yea , the! 
Mercy 15 far above all praile, which, that you may the becter perceive 1 thall raken% 
the boldaeſſe to tender unto you ſome circumſtances accompanying this greag% 
Buſineflſe , which wili manitcit the greatnefſe and leſonablenefle of this Mercy : we 
haveing cryed what wee Could to engage the Encmy three or foure males V eft ot'% 
Edmburgh , that proving inctfectuall, and our victuall failing , we marched towardm/F 
our Ships for a recruit of our want; the Enemy d1d nor at all trouble us in ouey 
Reare Sou marched the direct way towards Fdimburgh , and partly in the night and} 
morning , (lips through his whole Army , and Quarters himiclte 10 a poſture calia | 
co interpoſe berweene us and our victuall , but the Lord made him loſe the oppor-- 1 
tunity , and the morning proving exceeding wet and datk , wee recovered by that 
time it was light into a ground where they could not hinder us from our victuall, 
which was a high act of the Lords Providence to us. We being come into the (aich 7 
ground, the Enemy marched into the ground we were laſt upovr, having no minde if 
either to ſtrive to interpoſe berwen us and our victuall,or to fight, being indeed up 7 
on this lock , Hoping that the ficknes of your Army would render their work more 
<aſie by the gaining of time., whereupon wee maiched ro Mrſcleburgh to victuall, 7 
and to ihip away our fick men , where we {ent aboard neere tive hundred fick and 
wounded Soldiers : And upon teriouns confideration , finding our weaknefſe foro > 
increaſe, and the Enemy lying upon his advantages, at a General} Counſcll it was 7 
thought fir ro march to ' wnhar , and thereto forufie the Town , which we thought, = 
if any thing , would provoke them to ingage ; as allo that the haying of a Garrifors 
there , would furnith us with sccomodation for cur ſick wen, would be a place * 
for a good magazine [which wee exceedmgly wanted } being put to depend upon : 
the uncertainty atweather for landing P:ovihons, which many times cannot be 
done, though the Being ofthe whole Army lay epon 1, all the Coatts from Loub © 
to Berimr k not having one good Hai bor , as allo ro lye more conyeniently to Ie |! 
ccive our recruits of Horſe and Foot from Beraickh. Having thele confiderations , 
upon Saturday the thirtieth of 1:5#f, wee marched trom M- ſcleburgh tO Hedamy on , | 
where by that time wee had got the Van-Brigade of our Horic, and our Foot and !! 
Train 10t0 their Quarters , the Enemy was marched with that exceeding expedi- | 
£100 , that they te}l upon the Rere- Fo: 1orn of our Horie , and put 3t 20 loge _ s 
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Fee , and indeed, had like to have engaged our Rerebrigade of Horſe with thei 
Whole Army , had nor the Lord by bis Providence pur a cloud oyer the Moon , 
thereby giving us opportunity ro draw off thoſe Horſe to the reſt of the Army , 
Which accordingly was done without any lofſc, fave of three or foure of our afores 
mentioned Forlorn, whercin the Enemy (as we belicye) reccived more lofſe. The 
Acmy being pur into arcalonable ſecure poſture, rowards midnight the Enemy 
artempted our Qyarters on the Weſtend of Heddngion, bur {through the goodneſs 
of God) we repulted them. The next morning we drew into an open fieid, on the 
Southlide of Heddington, we nor judging it (afe for us to dra to the Enemy upon 
his own ground, he being prepoſſetfed rhereor, but rather drew back to give him 
* Way £0 come to us, if he had fo thought fir. And having waited about the (pace of 
-foure oc tive boures, to tee if he would come to us, and not finding any inclina- 
tion iathe Enemy lo todo, we reſolved to go according to our firſt intendmentc 
tw Danbar : By that time we had marched thiee or tour miles, we law ſome Bodies 
of the Enzmyes Horle draw out of their Quarters, and by that time our Carriages 
were gotten neer Danby, their whole Army was upon their marca after us; and 
indeed, our drawing back in this manner , with the addition of three new Regi» 
ments added to them, d1d4 much heighten their Contidence, it not Preſumption 
and Arrogancy. The enemy that night, we perceived, gathered cowards the Hills, 
laboring to make a perfect interpolition between us and Berwick; and baving in 
| this poſture a great adyantage , through his better knowledge of the Counney , 
Which he effectcd by {ending a conſiderable Party to the {trait Pals at Copperſperh, 
where ten men to binder, are betrer then forty ro make theu way , And truly this 
was an exigent to us, wherewith the Enemy reproached us with that condition 
the Parliaments Army was in, when # made its hard conditions with the King 1g 
Corea. by ſome Reports that haye come to us, they had diſpoledof us, and of 
their bulineſs, in ſufficient revenge and wrath towards our perſons, and bad {wal- 


would haye marched to London without any interruption ; it being told-us , wee 
knoiy not how truly, by a priſoner wee took the night before the tight , That their 


bur in what chey were thus lifted up, the Lord was above them, 

The Enemy lying inthe poſture before mentioned, having thole advantages, 
we lay very ncere him, being ſcnſivle of our diladyantage,baving lome weakneſs 
offleih, bur yet conſolation 1nd ſupport from the Lord himlctt ro our poor weak 
Faith, wherein | believe not a few amongt{t us thared, That becaule of cheir Num - 
bers, becauſe of their Advaarazes, b:cauſc of their Contidence , becaute of our 
Weakneffe , becaule of our Strait , wee were in the Mount , and in the Mount the 
Lord would be ſ[cen, and that he woald finde out a way of Deliverance and Salya- 
tion for us ; and indeed , we had our Couſolations and our Hopes. Vpon Mon=- 
day Evening the Enemy whoſe numbers were very great , as wee heare about lix 
thoaſand Horle, and ſixteen thouſand Foor, at leaſt : Ours drawn downe , as ta 
fonnd men , to aboac S2ven thouſand five hundred Foor, aud thee thouland five 
handred 4orſe; the Enemy drew down to their right Wing adout two thiuds of 
th-ic lefr Wing of Horle , roche right wing thogging allo tacir Foot and Train 

guuck to the right 4 cauting their right wing of Horle to. edge down towards the 
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lowed up the poore Intereſt of Exg/aud , believing that their Army and their King: 


King 10.44 very ſicdden!y to come among tt them with thoſe Engliſp they allowed to be about his 
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Sea. We conld not well imagine , bat that the Enemy intended to attempt upon 
us, or to place themſelves 10 a more exact condition of interpotition : Mayor Ge. 
nerall and my ſelf coming to the Earle of Roxborouwghs Houle, and obſerving this 
poſture, I rold him, | thought it did give us an opportunity and adyantage tO at 
tempt upon the Enemy ; to which he 1mmediately replyed , That be bad choughs 
ro have ſaid rhe ſame thing to me , ſo that it plcaled the Lord to (er this apprehen- 
fion upon both of our hearts at the {ame inſtant; we called for Colonell Monk,and 
thewed him the thing ; and coming to our Quarter atnight, and demonſtrating 
our apprehenſions to lome of the Colonels , they allo chearfully concurred; wee 
relolved therefore ro put our buſinefſe into this poſture , That {ix Regiments of 
Horſe , and chree Regimeats and an half of Foot , thould march in the Van , and 
that the Major General], the Lieutenant Generall of the Hoife, and the Commul- 
fary Generall and Colonell Von, ro command the Brigade of Foot , thould lead 
on the bulinefſe ; And that Colonell Pr ite; Brigade, Colonell © vertons Brigade, and 
the remaining tio Regiments of Horle, thould bring up the Canon and Rere, the 
rime of falling on to be by break of day,bur through fome delays it proved not to 
be to ti] lix a clock in the morning : The Enemies word was The Covenant, which 
it had been for divers days; ours (The Lord of Hoits) The Majoc Generall , Licute- 
pant Generall | letrwovod , and Commilſary Generall //halty, and Colonell Twiles 
$05, 2ave the Onlet,the Enemy being in very good poſture to receive them, having 
the advantage of their Canon and Foor againit our Ho.tc, before our Foor could 
come up,the enemy made a gallant reliltance, and there was a very hor diſpute at 
iwords point between our Horie and theirs : Oar tu lt Foot, atcer they had diichar- 
gcd ther duty, being over-powered with the Enemy,reccived ſome repulle, which - 
they ſoon recovered, but my own Regiment, nnader the Command of Licutcaant 
Coloacli Gf, and my Major /7bue, did come {ealonably in, and atihe path of 
Pike didrepe!l the (toureſt Regiment the Enemy had there, mcerely withthe cou- 
zage the Lord was pica'ed to give , which proved a great amazement to the re{i- 
dac of their Foot : This being the firſt Action between the Foot , rac Horſe in ths 
mcan time 414 wich a great deal of courage and {pitit , beat back all oppoſtion , 
charging through the Bodies of the Enemies Horte and their Foor, who were after 
the fi: ſt repulle given , made by the Lord of Hoſts as ſtubble to ther ſwords. In- 
deed, | believe | may [peak it withour partiality, both your Chief Commaadets, 
and others 1n their {everall places, and Soldiers allo, were acted with as mac 
COUrage , as ever bath dcen {cen in any Action face this War : 1 know they lot 
not to be named , and theretore | forbeate particalars.

The night proved bluſtring & wer, ſo that our Army fell not upon the Enemy 
the houre appointed, till it was ſomewhat later in the morning , their monons þ 
in2 {00n: delcribed by ths Eaciny, who before any of ours came up, had pur hiu 
felfe in {0 good a poſture to receiye him, as he had the advantage of his Cannon 4 
Foor againit our Hocſe, oniy , which according to order firſt charged the Enemy 
while that our Foot was coming up, oppofition was made by the Enemy with ver 

reat relolution, a very hot diſpute at Swords point being berween our Horſe ar 
. eva tive Compamtes of our Foot, that were firſt comanded out, after they h 
dilcharged their duty being overpowred by the Enemy , received ſome repulle 
which they ſoone recovered, the Generalls Regiment timely coming in, who (Go 
eminently afbiting them with courage ) at the Pujh of Pike did breake the ſtoure 
Regiment the Encuny had and totally routing them, did full execution upon rhe 
wanch proved as great an adyantage to-us-as it was a terror and amazement to- th 
re{idue of their Foor,nor was the iſſue in the meane rime lefſe ſucceſſefull in or 
Horſe, who being carryed on by the ſame Divine Power and preſence, did with 
great deale of fir & valor, daunt the reſolution of the Enemy, charging thorong 
and thorough the bodyes both of the Enemyes Horſe, and Foor, who after the firſt 
repulſe, were as ſtubble before them, and now the beſt of the Enem yes Horle, ane 
Foot, being in lcife then an houres diſpute broken, and their whole Army pur into 
confuſion, ut became a total! Rour, our Men having the chaſe, & execution of cherry 
neere eight miles : In all which fight notwithſtanding it is credibiy affirmed , our 
Army loſt not thirty Men, ſo great was the mercy & protection of God over theme 

And thus in the thing wherein they deale proudly , the Lord thowed himiclfe a 
bove rhem, cauling their toot to ſlide 1n their duct rime, even when be had reduced 
our Army into ſuch {treights, that only roome was left for believing » While our Are 

y hadreited themiclyes, and given thanks to God for this Great Victory , was 
preparing their march to Zamgbyrouch , Newes was brought to the Generall, that E- 
« gbor ough and Lenh was both quired, the Provott of Ecmyborough having acquain= 
red the people of the overthrow of their whole Army, unlatety of their preſent cone 
dition, andrbat vittoly, there was nothing that appeared, that could protect them ; 
whicher our Army, {oone after marching did quictly rake up their Quarters, not 
meeting with the leaſt reſiſtance, the Enemy being retired to the other tide of the 
Sim ling. : 

In this Battayle were killed upon the place and necre abont it above foure thou- 
fand Mzn , of p:1vate Soldiers, taken Priſoners, aboye ren thoutand : of their Horſe 
taken, killed, and made unterviceable, aboye two thouſand; Commiſſion Officers 
taken Prifoners, as Colonels, Licurenant Colonels, &c. about rwo hundred and 
pinety, two of cher Commurree of Eſtates take Priſoners, the Lord Liber ton, and £7 
Limes Lumſaen, who was allo Lieutenant Generall of their Foot , and ſome ot their 
Munilters, che foore Armes taken were abour fiftecnc tlouland, about two hundred

\ - and fulfi | brs will with farthtuineffe and diligence, and to endure all bardihips, 
' and encounter {treights , and dithculnes for his ſake without repineinges , yea with 

rcjoyceing (oro ſuffer tor him ; That he would thew, and reach us in all thin 
| what hz woald have us dog,and how he would haye us deale with the People of this 
Nation that af it be his will , we may be 1a{tromentall for their good; rather rhen_ 
Diftruction, And hce would be plealed at laft ro open their eyes to ice their owne ; 
Darknefſe and Bondage with the Corruption of thezr wayes , and enlarge their 
hearts to the 1mbraceing of the Goſpel! in the Truth , and ipirit, and Power of i, 
b and that { with removeall of their , and our finns that provoke him to ludge- 
ment , he would bc pleaſed to rake off, and ceale his ſore Vilitation in the plague 
from all places amongſt us , and eſpecially to ſpare his poore People that {ſerve him 
in this Cauſe; Aad for his gratious beginnings of abatement thereof in many pla- 
ces, and totall Ceaſeing of it itt ſome ( as at Clonme! , Kilkenny , V/aterford, Kc ) as 
we have cauſe to owne the ſame, as a fruite and antiyer to our poore prayers , 
our late dayes of humiliation : $0 1 defire it may be parte of the Mactcer of that 

dayes Thankſgivecing. 

And laſtly let us eſpecially begg of him 'that our thankfnlnefſe may nor reſt or 
terminate 1n the words, or ſeryices of a day, but that we may { Through his grace) 
live to his praiſe all our dayes , and our Conyeriations may be as a continual Song 
of praiſe for his great goodnefſe to his People , and for bis Righteous Judgments, 

> and wondrous workings, in our dayes amongſt the Children of men. 

Now for the better obſervation of the {aid day , as appoinred , 1 doc hereby in- 
tibir, and forbid , the holding or uſeing of any Farres, Markerts , or ſeryile workes 
of mens ordinary callings upon that day. And all Officers both Military and Civill 
in their feverall places within this Dominion , arc hereby required to rake efpe- 

, ciall care of tia due obſeryarion of the ſaid day of Thankſgiveing accordingly , for 
more penerall and ſpeedy notice thereof, 1 doe further appoint that this Procla- 
mation be forthwith Printcd , and Publiined. Givyca at the Campe neere Lymrick 
the Twelfth day of OBober- 1650, ;
